Chicago Tribune article. Richard S$. Cain was bora tn Chicago, } 
Tiltnois in October 1931. He dropped out of the first year | 
of high school tn 1947 and enlisted in the U. S. Aray where i 
he served until discharged in 1550. Following his aray service | 
he was associated with investigative enterprises in Hiam? and } 
Chicago. In 1955 he entered the Chicago Police Denartaent {
